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Offices, 
workers 
wary on 


return 


S.F. to allow 
employees back; 
worries remain

San Francisco will allow 
some workers to return to their 
offices on June 15, but busi- 
nesses aren’t rushing back as 
the coronavirus continues to be 
a threat. 

A downtown where sky- 
scrapers, restaurants and 
BART stations were packed at 
the beginning of the year will 
likely remain desolate as some 
of the city’s largest employers 
keep workers home. Compa- 
nies are also delaying returns 
to campuses in Silicon Valley 
and the East Bay. 

Salesforce, San Francisco’s 
largest private employer with 
over 9,000 local workers, said it 
didn’t have an update on when 
its headquarters will reopen. 
The company plans to have 
mandatory face masks, tem- 
perature checks and 6-foot 
separation when workers re- 
turn. 

Wells Fargo, which has 
14,500 Bay Area employees, 
will keep most office workers 
home until at least June 30, 
though some retail branches 
will reopen in June. “We do not 
yet know when our business- 
as-usual activities will resume. 
We are creating a thoughtful, 
phased plan for returning to 
the workplace, and we will use 
guidance from health experts 
to maintain a safe workplace 
for all employees,” said Ruben 
Pulido, a bank spokesman.

Pelosi, bishop slam Trump’s church visit

WASHINGTON — Responding to President 
Trump’s displaying ofa Bible in front ofa fire- 
damaged church across from the White House, 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi on Tuesday read 
from her own. 

Pelosi labeled as “unfortunate” the events of 
the day before, when federally commanded law 
enforcement officers used pepper balls and what 
authorities described as smoke canisters, but 
many witnesses called tear gas, to clear protest- 
ers froma park in front of the White House so 
Trump could have an unimpeded walk to nearby 
St. John’s Episcopal Church. 

It was among the milder reactions from Demo- 
crats and even the Episcopal bishop of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, who said the president had 
“used our sacred text as a symbol of division.” 


“Last night when I 
saw the president 
holding up the Bible, 
I was thinking of so 
many things in the 
Bible that would 
have been appro- 
priate in terms of 
the humanity of all 
people in our 
country.” 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi 


Trump held up a Bible in an appearance in 
front of the church, where a basement fire was set 
during protests over the weekend related to the 
police killing of George Floyd. That was not the 
best use of the book, Pelosi said. 

“Last night when I saw the president holding 
up the Bible, I was thinking of so many things in 
the Bible that would have been appropriate in 
terms of the humanity of all people in our coun- 
try,” the San Francisco Democrat said at an event 
in the Capitol. 

Pelosi, who often refers to her Catholic faith, 
read short passages from the Book of Ecclesias- 
tes. One speaks of “an appointed time for every- 
thing,” including “a time to heal.” 

Trump made his brief visit to the church after 
saying he would deploy military troops to states 
to enforce order if he feels leaders there aren’t
